Ion E8 December 1949: 1 
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d. Apartments on Freiherr von Steinstrasse and Herderstrassa 
which had been occupied by koramandatura personnel, were va- 
cated in late December 1949. Dependents were entrained at the 
i’ri adriohstadt railroad Station, allegedly for Brest Litovak. 
The vaoated apartments were placed at the disposal of the 
Cernan authorities. (3) 


e. The AT 0" AA gun emplacements at the Btrombruecke near 
the Citadel were abandoned. Bubble and debris were dumped 
at the former gun emplacements in early January 1950. 

f. Col Korobenikov was identified as chief of the Control 
Commission, replacing the previous Bi-IA officer. (4) 

g. shipments with Boviet dependents with luggage and furni- 
ture were continually observed to leave the ifriedrichstadt 
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ivailrop.fi station for the soviet Union. A transit camp for 
dependents to be repatriated was looated in the restricted 
area of Aaelberwald.
